"The scheme 'formulated by the Egyptian 
government, affii-uied by LonL-Dnfferin and 
transmitted to the foreign office, proposes that 
the khedlvo shall have a council of twelve re- 
sponsible ministers, and that a legislative 
council of fourteen members shall be formed, 
half of whom shall bo nominated by tho ktie- 
dlve and half chosen by a system of doublls 
election, such as that for which abundaut pre- 
cedents exist in Uie American constitution. 
An elective assembly of forty-four members 
is also proposed, to bo convened to occasion- 
ally discuss special subjects, The latter will 
not participate In legislation, but Will assist 
legislation by giving voice to the views of a 
class hitherto Inarticulate. The Initiative of 
legislation rests wholly with tho council of 
nilnlsterf, but Its projects must be submitted 
to tlm leiilslflth ft council bofore becoming 
law.
